any cause to complain that the bill was 
constructed in the interests of Eastern 
manufacturers and capitalists as op- 
posed to their own; it is the most favor- 
nl le Tariff Rill to farmers eve r framed." 

While the great majority of the 
American people approve of the dis- 
criminating duty policy for the protec- 
tion of American -hipping in the for- 
eign trade, there hai b*M opposition to 
the policy, ne\erttiele-n. The opposition 
was confined to a very few people, how- 
ever, and the latest information indi- 
cates that this has di-appeared. It now 
looks as though there would be a com' 
mon understanding among all Ameri 
cans in behalf of the discriminating 
duty policy, and the opposition will be 
felt and shown by the foreign shipping 
Interests alone.

Personally, He Would Be Glad if the 
House Would Adopt Them. 



Nkw Yokk, May 25. -A d is patch to 
the Journal from Cieniuogo*, Cuba, 
say*: 

In an Interview, Capt, Oen. Weyler, 
upon his arrival here from Pluceta*, In 
reference to Srnator Morgan'* Cuban 
reaolution, »aid; "I am not surprised 
at the action thus far taken, nor shall 
I be If the houae concurs in the senate 
resolution and sends it to the presi- 
dent Your jingoes are In the saddle 
and evidently bent upon forcing the 
country into some foreign complica- 
tions in order to distract attention 
from the fast approaching Interna- 
tional crista 

"The few scattering bands of Cuban 
dynamiters, railroad wreckers, horse 
and cattle thieves, plantation burners 
and highwaymeu now in the fle d here, 
who hold no part and possess no seat 
of civil government, have no right to 
expect recognition. Such distinction 
at President McKinley's hands Issued 
in the face of my own proclamation 
officially declaring the greater part of 
the Island to be already pacified, 
would hold the Washington executive 
up to the ridicule of European powers 
and prompt a healthy outburst of 
sympathy for the Spanish cause, es- 
pecially from neighboring old world's 
governments, also possessing colonies 
in the West Indies. 

"In brief, recognition may aid the 
Cuban junta in placing a few bonds in 
the United States, but will at the same 
time assure the successful issue of our 
proposed now Spanish loan in Paris, 
London and Vienna and enable us to 
carry on the war with renewed vigor. 

"Personally. I shall be glad. If 
recognition comei, our position will 
then be more clearly defined. It will 
work a virtual abrogation of our spec- 
ial treaty with the United 
.States, place Yankees residing 
In Cuba in an identical posi- 
tion before the courts with other for- 
eign residents, and I shall be troubled 
less by the constant complaints and of- 
ten ridiculous demands of American 
consuls.
